The promoters of the Puddingstone 


irrigation project have made a radical 
change in their plans arid have with- 
drawn their applications for a permit 
from the state water commission to 
store flood waters from the upper Han 
Gabriel and 
Han. Dimtis canyons und 


have filed new applications asking, per- 
mission to divert tho flood waters of 
the Han Gabriel below tho irrigation 
and power diversions above Azusa. 


Ii; has been pointed out to the com- 


pany that the topography of the coun- 
try would permit a canal from 
this 


point which is six or seven miles up 
from the mouth of the canyon and be- 
ing below .the lowest existing diver- 
sions, would cause no interference with 
such rights, o.nd at the same time put 
tho diversion at the point of greoltent 
run-off. 
A high lino cnnnl from this 


point would probably place water aboVo 
tho orchard line except where it must 
cross the volley and would also put it 
in a position to servo an 
additional 


supply for resnrvo in a number of the 
smaller canyons along its course for 
tho benefit, of all tho foothill and val- 
ley territory under it. 
if 
this plan 


proves 
feasible 
from an engineering 
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to become an extremely valuable ad- 
junct lo the present water supply of. 
this whole area. It 
will bo a much i 


more expensive project 
to 
construct, 


but will also be much larger and very 
much more dependable. Tho run-oil' rec- 
ords on tho San Gabriel indicate a suf- 
ficient supply ut this point in the low- 
est seasons. It will probably also be 
possible to intercept excess flood flows 
from the Da It on and Han Dimas washes 
at points low enough to have no inter- 
ference with tho well supply on the do- 
trital cones of these streams. 


The reasons given for tho abandon- 


ment of the old applications arc that 
tho 
engineering 
investigations 
show 


that tho cost will bo very high, and 
this, eoupU! I with tho uncertainty of H 
dependable supply and tho likelihood 
of litigation over interference with ex- 
isting rights, has caused tho financial 
backers of 'he enterprise to abandon 
this plan ir 
avor of tho later one. 


Action by the company has boon 


g i i i i t l y retarded by tho war conditions. 
The slute water commission has grant- 
ed extensions from time to time to per- 
mit 
the applicants time to make a 


thorough invcsugutioii of the supply 
which might be depended upon. This 
is necessary in the absence of reliable 
run oil' data 
upon which nil estimate 


might be based,and it has been at the 
suggestion of the commission that the 
now project «as brought to tho com-' 
pany's u t t o n t i i n i . ll is also believed to 
l.e feasible to *o construct the Sun Ga- 
briel diversion cunal us to make it tie 
to the high -line aqueduct canal 
from 


the I.os Angeles cvstem,' us was pro- 
posed to the c i t y of l.os Aagelos sev- 
eral years tigu.
